Result of Train Fight. 

The trouble is supposed to be the re- 
sult of a tragedy on a Mobile & Ohio 
passenger train Sunday morning in 
which, as the result of a drunken row, 
by a party of drunken negroes, Conduc- 
tor Cooper was dangerously wounded 
and one negro was killed by the con- 
duetor and another wounded. 

Cooper made a desperate fight among 
the negroes. smashing his lantern. At 
Wahalak, Spencer, negro who is 
said to have shot Cooper, got off the 
train. Constable O'Brien of that place 
attempted to arrest him. Spencer liter- 
ally blew the top of the officer's head 
off with a shot. The 

The white people in the community 
organized a posse to track the negro, 
but he made off toward the woods and 
they were unable to find him. 

According to reports reveived here 
late yesterday afternoon, negroes for 


miles around crowded into Wahalak 
and began drinking and parading the 
streets, threatening vengeance, A 
hurry call for protection was sent to 
Governor Vardaman and he ordered 
Battery I and Company D to the 
scene. 

According to instructions, the bat- 
tery carried a Gatling gun, and men 
heavily armed and prepared for a long 
‘siege. The troops departed at 10 
‘o'elock last night.

Rob- 
Inson, Who is a nephew of the host, and 
lives next door, was present at. the 
'jarty. Creed’s two grown Georg: 
land Walter, and his daughter, Miss Dol- 
lie Creed, and several vounger children 
made up the rest of the gathering in 
the rooms which sare above a shop. 

During the evening several] young 
‘men around the neighborhood dropped in 
on their way around to other homes. 
One of these was Henry Kriegler. This 
is Kreigier’s story of the beginning of 
the quarrel: 

“The trouble started over some fool- 
ish argument between Walter Creed and 
Joe Robinson. Walter was drunk, and 
when Joe disagreed with him. he got 
angry. When he has much drink in him 
he always gets mean and he not only 
wanted to fight Joe, but he made for 
me several times. He even threatened 
to kill me if I did not teave him alone, 
when I tried to keep him owuay from 
Robinson. 

“Finally Walter went downstairs and 
I followed him and told him to go home 
and forget it all. Instead he broke from 
me and went rushing upstairs again. 
When 1 got up there he had grabbed 
Robinson and both of them were on the 
floor struggling. We got them apart 
und soon afterwards I persuaded Rob- 
inson to leave the house, and I thought 
he had gone to his room next door’ 

Trieq to Calm Him. 

“Meanwhile we were having a hard 
time with Walter. We got him into 
the kitchen and tried to calm him but 
someway or other he slipped away 
from us and got down the back way. 
We didn’t follow him and didn't think 
any more about it until we heard the 
cries down on the street some ten 
minutes later.” 

Here the story of what happened to 
Robinson is told by Luke Toomey of 
Cardinal avenue and Rutger street. 
Toomey had been in a saloon at the 
corner at 2654 Chouteau avenue, and 
was walking out-of it about 11 p. m. 
When he says he saw Walter Creed 
and Robinson quarreling on the pave- 
ment. 

“It all happened 
said Toomey, “they 
when I first saw them. 
coming from the east, 
that Creed was standing 
ment, 

“But at any rate Il saw 
together and heard them 
gether and then all of a sudden Creed 
ipulled back his hand and struck at 
Robinson with something in his hand 
that I couldn't see in the dim light. He 
struck him in the neck and then pulled 
back and struck again. After the sec- 
ond blow Robinson fell ta the pavement 
and Creed walked away. 

“I saw Robinson was pretty badly 
hurt and rushed to his side. Then I saw 
a sort of funny looking knife sticking 
in his neck. 1 pulled it out and the 
blood came out over everything. 

“By that time several persons had 
come running up. They called the am- 
bulance, but I believe the poor fellow 
was dead when they picked him up.” 

Was Homemade Weopon. 

The knife that brought to such 
tragic end the Christmas eve celebra- 
tion is of peculiar appearance. At first 
glance it appears to be a sort of stilletto 
affair. But on closer examination it is 
seen to have been fashioned out of a 
flat file, tapering to a_ point, with a 
‘homemade wooden handle, The knife 
is about nine Inches long. 

Robinson's jugular vein Was severed 
by the weapon and he bied to death. 
Policeman Griffin, who was taking the 
man to the hospital, discovered, In the 
ambulance that he was dead. He pacts 
itaken to the hospital anyway to make 
‘sure and then the body was brought to 
the Morgue.

NUW YORK, Dec. 25.~Mrs. Alexan- 
der Trautman, the young and beautiful 
wife of Dr. Alexander Trautman, one 
of the best-known of the German prac- 
titioners in the city, prominent in so- 
ciety and honored with a mission for 
the United States Government during 
the Russo-Japanese War, was arrest- 
ed upon the declaration of a young 
clerk that she was a woman of the 
street, at Thirty-sixth street and 
Broadway at 7:30 o'clock last night. 
Mrs, Trautman was finishing 
Christmas shopping and was about to 
take a train for Little Neck, L. I., to 
join her husband to spend Christmas 
with relatives. Gowned exquisitely and 
with every appearance of being a re- 
fined and wealthy woman, she was led 
te the Tenderloin Police Station, fol- 
lowed by the clerk and a crowd of 

curious people. 

When the accusation was first made 
Mrs. Trautman met it with speechless 
amazement and indignation. She re- 
covered her self-possession and met the 
charge of the clerk with cool, deliber- 
ate denial, and a story whose manner 
of telling left no doubt in the minds of 
almost everyone that heard that she 
was telling the truth. 

Her accuser persisted in his charge, 
and the police had no alternative but 
to put her in a cell as a common crim- 
inal, Even when being led away and 
submitting to the humiliation of having 
her “pedigree” taken on the police blot- 
ter she dd not lose her self-possession, 
and not a tear fell from her eyes. 

Peter J. Hogan, who described himse!f 
as a clerk, was the complainant. He 
was in the Christmas eve crowd in 
Broadway, when suddenly he seized 
Mrs. Trautman by her arm and cried 
for police. A crowd gathered immedi- 
ately, amazed at the act of the young 
man. Mrs. Trautman tried to free her- 
self, but. the clerk held her and contin- 
ued to call for a policeman, Policeman 
Gilligan broke through the crowd, and 
before Mrs. Trautman could say a word 
the voung man cried: 

“This is the woman 
of $13 in a hallway in Fifth Avenue 
last Saturday night. Arrest her, officer." 

Crowd Hooted Her Arrest. 

Broadway crowds are accustomed to 
such an arrest, but the evident refine- 
ment of the woman and the amazement 
with which she met the charge aroused 
their sympathy. Gilligan could do noth- 
ing but act on the elerk’s charge, and 
when he asked Mrs. Trauiman to ac- 
company him to the. station, many 
people in the crowd at first protested 
and then hooted. Fully five hundred 
people gathered outside the _ station 
when the woman was arraigned. 

Hogan said that while walking up 
Fifth avenue late Saturday night he 
Was accosted by a woman, with whom 
be talked. She drew him into a ha'l- 
Way before he was aware of it, he said, 
and suddenly bade him good-by 
hurried away. It was not until she was 
out of sight that he found that $13 
his trousers pocket. He 
sought the woman, but could not find 
her, and reported the robbery to the po- 
lice. He walked the streets of the Ten- 
derloin Sunday and last. night, and met 
the wife of the distinguished physician 
and accused her.

It is all very 
well to talk about the injured prop- | 
erty-owner having an adequate re- | 
course at law. The law is slow, ex- 
pensive and uncertain. Av~big corpora- | 
tion can engage lawyers of a caliber 
and an ability such as no private per- 
son can afford. 

‘The opposition to the railroad there- 
fore is so great that no franchise such | 
as is now asked for can be granted: 1 | 
am quite certain that the majority of 
the property owners concerned would 
be willing to put their case in the hands | 
of a fair-minded board of appraisers, 
one appointed by the city or by proper- 
ty owners, one appointed by the rail- 
roads and the third selected by the end 
er two. These appraisers would then 
go over the route proposed by the ele- 
vated ,xailroad promoters and carefully 
fix the damage the neighboring property 
would sustain from the proximity of the 
railroad. These appraisers could be paid 
in some manner so that the ultimate 
burden would fall on the elevated rail- 
road promoters, without making the ap- 
praisers directly beholden to the railroad 
for their pay. To secure the paymence 
of the damages assessed by the ap- 
praisers the promoters would have to 
give sufficient bond; one, say, between

“The promoters declare their .

property. If this is really their belief | 
they also should be willing to intrust 
their case to the decision of.a fair board 
of appraisers.’

divorce suit for every 
three marriages is the startling re- 
cord disclosed by a compilation of 
Statistics at the courthouse in Omaha 
for the first eleven months of this 
year, Up to Dec. 1, 1548 marriage 
licenses had been issued in 19096 and 
in the same period 484 divorce sults 
had been filed in the district court, 
In nearly all the suits filed divorces 
were granted. 

A very large percentage of the ap- 
Plicants for divorce were residents - 
of eastern states who. in order to pro- 
cure divorees, came here and tempo- 
rarily established residence, after- 
ward returning to their Eastern . 
homes. The laxity of the law which 
permits a legal residence to be estab- 
lished in six months ts primarily re- 
sponsible for the ranid growth of the 
divorce business here, and it is said 
that a strenuous effort will be made 
at the next session of the Legislature 
to obtain a revision of the law on the 
basis of the model law recommended 
bv the divorce congress which met in 
Philadeiphia last fall.
